“I’m A Dead Man” 

“I’m a dead man,” Killam 
quoted his brother as saying. 
“I’m run as far as I’m going to 
run.” 

Wanda Killam, the dead

Killam died beside a broken 
shop window on a Pensacola 
street March 17, 1964. His thrbat

|ly December, 1963, saying he 
was going to look for a job. She 
stayed in Dallas, where she had 
been employed for several years 
as a hostess in a night club 
owned by Jack Ruby.
